St. Louis answered the call to the 
hospital at 3:30 a.m. The ac- 
count of the robbery and shooting 
was given by Miss Sallie Harri- 


son, 21 years old, and Miss Judy 
Hayes, 22, who each gave an 
address of 500 North Fifteenth 


street. The address turned out 
to be false 

The women said they had lived 
in East St. Louis only two weeks 
and were not familar with the 
area but that they could point out 
the place where the robbery and 
shooting had occurred. 

However, they were unable to 
agree on the location. Police 
finally stopped at a service sta- 
tion near Madison and asked the 
attendant, Leon Lee Master, if 
he had heard shots earlier in 
the evening. Master said no 
but told of a conversation with 
an ambulance driver who had 
stopped at the station. He said 
the driver told him he had been 


called to Bend road but could 
find no one injured. 
Two Deputies Sent. 


Knowing about the tavern at 
the end of Bend road, Fields 
and Friels decided to go there. 
They called the Madison county 
sheriff's office for assistance 
and two deputies were sent to 
the tavern.

Association Head Says

NEW YORK, Aug. 8 — The 
fetropolitan Opera Association 
announced last night that it had 
canceled its next season 

Two chief reasons were cited 
The demands of its orchestra 
and and the loss of a handful of 
Stars because the opera and the 
orchestral union have not 
agreed on a contract. 

This is the third time the Met- 
ropolitan has announced cancel- 
lation of a season because of 
union difficulties. The 1948 can- 
cellation, which was announced 
on Aug. 4, was rescinded on 
Aug. 23. The 1956 cancellation, 
announced on July 18 was re- 
scinded on July 23. 


(United Press International 
said today that Mavor Robert 
F. Wagner conferred with aids 
this morning on a_ possible 
couse of action to keep the 
Metropolitan from closing.)

Last night's announcement was 
made at a press conference in 


the offices of Anthony A. Bliss, 
president of the Metropolitan 
Opera Association. Neither Bliss 
nor Rudolf Bing, the general 
manager, expressed any hope 
that the cancellation would be 


revoked 

Bliss called the present crisis 
“the most serious in the opera's 
history.”’ He said that the de- 
mands of the orchestra would 
add $750,000 to the Metropoli- 
tan's deficit. He disclosed, hew- 


ever, that last Friday the musi. 
cians reduced their demands by 
$20 a week. 


At a special meeting held at 
the request of the other unions 
involved with the Metropolitan, 
all of which have signed agree- 
ments, Local 802 of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Musicians 
asked for a weekly base pay of 
$248 for the members of the or 
chestra. Previously it had been 
asking for $268 a week. 

The weekly base pay last sea- 
son was $170.13, and this is the 
same the Metropolitan was of- 
fering for next season, with a pay 
rise of $3 the following season 
and an additional $3 for 1963-64. 

The canceled season was to 
have opened on Oct. 23 and run 
for 25 weeks. The cancellation of 
the New York season automatic- 
ally involves the cancellation of 
the seven-week spring tour. Bos- 
ton, Cleveland, Atlanta, Dallas, 
St. Louis, Minneapolis, Detroit 
and Toronto were the eight cities 
the company was scheduled to 
Visit.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8 (AP) 
—A sustained increase in volun- 
teers has followed President 
Kennedy's call for a build-up of 
United States armed forces and 


the announcement of higher 
draft calls 
Defense Department sources 


said today a sampling of enlist- 
ment trends in widely scattered 
areas showed there has been no 
letup in the increased rate that 


followed the President's speech 
two weeks ago 

Major emphasis is on. the 
Army which is authorized to 
add about 133,000 men to build 
up to more than 1,000,000 

The draft rise is spurring 
voluntary recruiting for all serv- 
ices. Only the Army uses the 
draft. President Kennedy said 


that draft calls might be doubled 
or tripled 

Latest volunteer, first-enlist- 
ment recruiting figures are for 
June and those are still an esti- 
mate. The Army estimate 1s 
about 12,000, compared with 6400 
May. 

The estimate for the Air Force 
in June totaled about 11,000, 
compared, with 7800 in May: the 
Navy, 11,405 compared with 4700 
and the Marines, 2643 compared 
with 1900.

ar Spaceship Had to Orbit 
17 Times for It to Land on Target 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8 (UPI) 
— United States space agency 
officials explain it was necessary 
for Russia's latest spaceship to 
orbit 17 times so it could land 
on target. 

After a spaceship makes three 


orbits of the earth, it must go 
on to 17—as Vostok II did—be- 
fore the earth is in a correct po- 
sition for a predetermined land- 
ing. This is because of the spin 
and tilt of the earth. 


In an orbit requiring 90 min- 
utes, 17 passes would require 
about 25 hours, the length of. 


s & 


time spent in the air by Vos- 
tok II. 

Since any point on earth spins 
around at about 1000 miles an 
hour, the spaceship would be 
over substantially the same point 
from which it was launched after 
17 passes. 

In the case of the U nited States 
Mercury capsule, three orbits 
are planned for the first shot. 
Because of the speed of the cap- 
sule and the relative speed of 
earth rotation, the capsule should 
then be in position to land east 
of Puerto Rico. It will be 
launched from Cape ‘Canaveral, 
Fla,

Khrushchev denied any intent to 
“infringe upon any lawful inter- 
ests of the Western powers” in 
Berlin. He said “any barring of 
access to Berling-any blockade 
of West Berlin is entirely out 
of the question.” 

Senator J. William Fulbright, 
chairman of the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee, said 
Khrushchev was “more positive 
than he has been before’”’ in his 
Statement denying plans for a 


new Berlin blockade 

“| believe he wants to nego- 
tiate about Berlin,’’ Fulbright 
said. ‘‘Whether he wants to 
| negotiate on the basis of what 
is yours is mine is another 
matter. Nevertheless, I don’t see 


why we cannot take the position 
that these differences should be 
discussed.’ 

One problem in any negotia- 
tions is that Khrushchev and 
the Western powers do not agree 
on what the West's ‘lawful in- 
terests’’ in Berlin are. 

Khrushchev has made plain 
that under his proposed treaty 
the West must seek its access 
to West Berlin from the East 
(German regime, which the West 


does not recognize and which 
has threatened to shut down 
Western activities in the city. 


Talking War and Peace. 

Senate Democratic leader Mike 
Mansfield of Montana said 
Khrushchev appeared to be talk- 
ing “in the language of both 
war and peace.” 

“It is to be devoutly hoped 
that, unlike the great Russian 
novel of that title, the balance 
this time is on the side of 
peace,’’ Mansfield said. “If it 
is, then negotiations may yet 
prove fruitful in finding a ra- 
tional way, a third way to deal 
wit the Berlin situation.” 

Senator Thomas H. Kuchel of 
California, the assistant Repub- 
lican leader, said he felt the 
speech had a belligerent tone, 
He said 

“If, God forbid, war should 
come, Khrushchev will be the 
ageressor. He knows it and 
the world knows it.” 

Senator John Sherman Cooper 
(Rep.), Kentucky, said he be- 
lieves the Khrushchev statements 
“open the way for negotiations” 
despite the threats the Soviet 
Premier made. 

“We should talk to Khrushchev 
now and see what guarantees he 
is willing to give for continued 
access to Berlin,’’ Cooper said.

Harvard Educator Says 
Some Press Stories 
Interfere With Ad- 
ministration of Jus- 
tice. 


American newspapers were 
criticized yesterday by Erwin 
N. Griswold, dean of the Har- 
vard Law School, for interfering 
with the administration of justice 
by sensational and sometimes 
inaccurate handling of pre-trial 
news stories 

Equally to blame, Dean Gris- 
wold said, are prosecuting at- 
torneys who make inflammatory 
Statements about defendants be- 
fore and in trials, and make non- 
admissible evidence available to 


the press. The bar association 
should be alert to investigate 
these incidents, he added. 


Griswold spoke at a pane! dis- 
cussion of the section of judicial 
administration sponsored by the 
Law and Laymen Conference of 
the American Bar Association 
The discussion was held at the 
Chase-Park Plaza Hotel. 

TV Documentary. 

The session began with a show- 
ing of a one-hour television docu- 
mentary “CRS Reports,” a 
study of a New York murder 
case. lhe defendant, a 15-year 
old boy was tried for be 
63-year-old man to death 

The documentary, which has 
won a bar association ‘‘gavel’’ 
award for distinguished journal- 
istic effort, was presented on 
television last March. It showed 
how sensational presentation of 
the case by New York newspa- 
pers created a false image in 
the minds of newspaper read- 
ers. The documentary indicated 
that helping to form the image 
were prosecution statements and 
withholding of information help- 
ful to the boy’s defense. 

““Sensationalism creates con- 
troversy between a free press 
and the administration of jus- 
tice,” said Judge Stanley N. 
Barnes of the United States 
Ninth Circuit Court of Appeals 
at Los Angeles, the moderator. 
‘‘Lawyers must take the lead in 
seeing that responsibility is ex- 
ercised.”’ 

Joseph A. Ball, Long Beach, 
Calif., retiring chairman of the 
National Conference of Bar 
Presidents, said he was not wor- 
ried about America’s free press. 
He expressed hope that news- 
papers would use discretion. He 
described inflammatory  state- 
ments by counsel as ‘‘unethical.”’ 

Changes Urged. 

Severa. of the panelists argued 
for changes in criminal trial 
procedure that would eliminate 
the element of chance in the 
‘adversary’ system. Pre-trial 
discovery by the defense of the 
state’s primafacie evidence was 
recommended. 

Dean Griswold said American 
courts might do well to alter 
its court system. He pointed out 
facets of the judicial systems of 
England, Germany and Japan 
which he considered fairer than 
American trial methods. 

Among those on the panel were 
District Attorney Edwin S. Sil- 
ver of Kings county, Brooklyn, 
who prosecuted the murder case 
presented in the television re- 
port, and Abraham H. Brodsky, 
the defense counsel in the case. 
Chief Judge Charles S. Desmond 
of the New York Court of Ap- 
peals participated. 

Gov. Otto Kerner of Illinois, 
addressing the section of crimi- 
nal law at the Statler Hilton 
Hotel, said a new Illinois crimi- 
nal code will make it easier to 
prosecute persons who bribe pub- 
lic officials and influence ped- 
diers. 

The code, which will become 
effective next Jan. 1, will “make 
it criminal to offer a bribe to a 
person the offerer believes to be 
a public official, but who is in 
reality a mere influence ped- 
dier,”” Kerner said. 

“Thus, it is the evil 
to purchase favorable  treat- 
ment by public officials or 
agencies which is made crimi- 
nal, regardless of whether the 
person bribed may not be able 
to carry out the promise,” the 
Governor said. 

Aimed at Gambling. 

Another provision of the code, 
Kerner said, is aimed at large- 
scale gambling activities, which 
are the financial backbone of 
organized crime. 

“Among key sections is one 
which prohibits for the first 
time the transmission of betting 
information by telephone or tele- 
graph and the installation and 
maintenance of such equip- 
ment,” he said. ‘Gambling 
houses are categorized as public 
nuisances and subjected to the

Premier Khrushchev to the contrary, it is 
not a sign of “war psychosis” that President 
Kennedy proposes, and the nation supports, a 
new defense program intended to strengthen 
Our capacity for non-nuclear war. The mili- 
tary side of the President's policy is neces- 
Sary, and fulminations by Khrushchev will 
not scare the nation out of it. At the same 
time, Khrushchev is making it virtually im- 
perative for Mr. Kennedy to develop an 
equally strong non-military policy on Berlin, 
aimed at serious negotiation 

In his TV address, Khrushchev made the 
most specific commitment yet when he said: 
‘We do not intend to infringe upon dny law- 
ful interests of the Western powers. Any 
barring of access to Berlin, any blockade of 
West Berlin is entirely out of the question.” 
In the face of that position, plainly taken be- 
fore the whole world, the United States can 
hardly proceed as if the only thing it has to 
do is prepare for a test of force in Berlin. It 
must also prepare to discuss in good faith the 
whole problem of a German peace settlement.

Marquis Childs reviewed in Sunday’s Post- 
Dispatch the long, sad history of the East- 
West division on this problem. Basically it 
has never been solved because the wartime 
allies became embroiled in a contgst over the 
defeated enemy, each side striving to enlist 
German resources and manpower for the 
power struggle. The West has won that con- 
test by making West Germany its military 
partner. Officially, our position has been 
that the only possible peace settlement is one 
that will permit East Germany also, by ab- 
sorption into West Germany, to become our 
military partner. 

Is this position any longer tenable? It is 
difficult to think so. Nor can the West plausi- 
bly contend that the only possible status for 
Berlin and Germany is a status quo which car- 
ries such obvious dangers of war. There can 
be no real question that a German settlement 
is desirable—if we can get the right kind. 

What is the right kind? Ideally, the best 
one would be a settlement which permitted 
the two halves of Germany to be reunited and 
which also made Germany in effect a military 
neutral, with a demilitarized zone down the 
middle of Europe separating the Soviets and 
the West. But the West has steadily refused 
to consider any such plan in the past, Khrush- 
chev now appears to be uninterested in it, 
and the integration of Germany in NATO 
may have gone too far to be unraveled. 

If that is the Western position, and any 
form of disengagement is unattainable, then 
we cannot convincingly oppose an alterna- 
tive settlement which acknowledges the divi- 
sion of Germany in some form—especially if 
as part of the settlement we can nail down 
our rights in Berlin and obtain adequate 
guarantees for both those rights and the free- 
dom of the West Berliners. Surely this kind 
of settlement would serve American 
and those of peace better than a continuation 
of the status quo, with its threat of recurring 
crises and its danger of accidental war.

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Khrushchev, of course, will do his best to 
get a German settlement most favorable to 
his own national interests. Our negotiators 
would do the same. But it is not beyond the 
bounds of possibility that, with good faith on 
both sides, a compromise could be worked 
out that would serve the interests of both and 
the military advantage of neither. The only 
way to find out is to negotiate 

The problem, of course, 1s Chancellor Ade- 
nauer. For years he has exercised a veto over 
American policy, and he will try to veto 1t now 
if he thinks it is moving toward an agreement. 
Yet to refuse to negotiate, to refuse to seek 
an honorable way of ending a serious threat of 
war, to close our eyes to the actual power re- 
lationships existing in Europe, to miss the 
chance of actually improving the all-too-tenu- 
ous guarantees for West Berlin, would be a 
serious and perhaps irretrievable mistake. 


Rights Issue Ahead 

Though President Kennedy has decided to 
postpone civil rights issues in this congres- 
sional session, in the interest of getting other 
legislation passed, there is one rights issue 
that the Administration cannot avoid. The 
Civil Rights Commission will expire Nov. 8 
unless Congress extends its term. The Demo- 
cratic platform proposed to make the com- 
mission a permanent»agency with broadened 
powers, and while the Administration is not 
now ready to advocate that, it cannot let the 
agency expire. This is especially so since two 
recent presidential appointments promise to 
give the commission even stronger initiative. 
Some Southerners can be expected to de- 
nounce the commission, but the agency can 
stand on its four-year record. The Adminis- 
tration will have to stand on its obligations. 


The States and the Cities 

Gov. Dalton most certainly was right when 
he told the Chief Justices of the State Su- 
preme Courts that the failure of state govern- 
ments to take proper interest in urban 
was bringing Washington into this field more 
and more. He said he fears this may become 
“more destructive of states’ rights than any- 
thing we have seen heretofore.” 

The majority of the population of more and 
more states is concentrated in their urban 
areas; and when these people feel that they 
are being treated less than fairly by rural- 
dominated legislatures, it is not surprising 
that their interest—and even their loyalty— 
should turn increasingly from state to nation. 

This natural inclination cannot be over- 
come simply by telling them that they would 
fare better if they sent better representatives 
to the state capital. No matter from what 
district he is elected, a representative should 
be mindful of his whole state. There is no 
excuse for promoting the interest of the 
minority at the expense of the majority. And 
how can legislators harass a city, for ex- 
ample, by forbidding the sale of drinks at its 
airport? 

There is little merit in the plea that the 
rural legislators are not sufficiently familiar 
with urban problems. To the extent that this 
is so, it can be remedied by more legislative 
attention to urban affairs. The recent session 
set up a Senate standing committee, a gover- 
nor’s committee and a state commission on 
urban problems. It did not go as far as 
Mayor Tucker asked, for it provided no staff 
and no funds for these agencies. But here at 
least is a start at the state level. 

True, the Congress—in which the less pop- 
ulous areas also are over-represented — has 
shown coolness toward a Secretary of Urban 
Affairs in the Cabinet. Yet if only because 
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of their weight in national elections, it seems 
certain that the cities eventually will have a 
spokesman in the Cabinet. This is being asked 
by Mayor Tucker and the executives of other 
cities, and they have the backing of President 
Kennedy. 

Politicians like to be practical. They count 
votes. The cities have the votes—no matter 
how arbitrarily they may be denied their 
proper weight. They are bound to count in 
the end. Realistic legislators should act 
accordingly, 


Going It Alone in Space

\lthough the United States did make a late 
Start, Our progress in probing outer space 
through miniaturized instrumentation of 
smaller satellites apparently has yielded re- 
sults in this field that surpass those of Mos- 
cow. And officials of the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration have said that funds 
and sc now at hand are all that can 
be used. Still there remains the chance that 
a breakthrough, such as some NASA officials 
and scientists have spoken of in connection 
with solid-fuel rockets, might put us ahead, 

it is regrettable that Moscow should be so 
sure of its prowess that it will not even think 
of a co-operative space venture under the 
United Nations. Having hit the moon once 
and also photographed its unseen side, and 
now having made a weightless flight equiva- 
lent in to a round trip to the moon, 
Moscow is content to go alone into inter- 
planetary travel. Still, Moscow resents our 
reconnaissance Satellites passing over her 
land. Similarly, Western observers already 
are mentioning the possibility of Maj. Titov’s 
capsule being rapidly converted into a weapon 
the intercontinental missile. 

Somehow, men must fashion some other 
law than that of the jungle in outer space. 
The great ventures in exploration must be 
divorced from weaponry. Man must learn to 
live in peace on earth before conquering the 
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Intelligence Test 

It has become pretty generally known what

The Truth About Drugs 


Testimony from both the Federal Trade 
Commission and the Food and Drug Admin- 
istration makes clear that legislation is re- 
quired if physicians are to know the possible 
dangers of new drugs they are asked to pre- 
scribe for their patients. F&DA Commission- 
er Larrick testifies that physicians are being 
misled by advertisements of some drug houses. 
FTC Chairman Dixon says his agency is pow- 
erless to do anything about it without enact- 
ment of some such legislation as has been in- 
troduced by Representative Dingell of Michi- 
gan. How can anyone justify opposition to so 
reasonable a measure of public protection? 

The dangerous possible side effects of 
many of the new drugs which are flooding the 
market, confusing doctors and patients alike, 
have been widely elaborated. Respected au- 
thorities have testified that some of the new 
drugs have produced peptic ulcer, liver dam- 
age, diseases of the skin and nervous system, 
and lung ailments; that some tranquilizers 
have caused drug addiction and, in children, 
a seizure like that of tetanus or polio. The 
New England Journal of Medicine reported 
that an anti-biotic widely prescribed for sim- 
ple infections is capable of causing permanent 
loss of hearing. 

It would seem that the least any drug house 
should want to do, and should be required to 
do, would be to inform doctors fully of these 
possible dangers, not. only in its advertising 
but in its other literature as well. Even that 
is not a complete protection. Patients them- 
selves should be better informed about the 
possible perils to which they may be sub- 
jecting themselves. But the whole truth in 
advertising so far as the drug-maker knows 
it would go a long way to safeguard the 
public health. 


Illinois Lesson for Missouri 


Gov. Kerner has signed into Illinois law a 
lien and recovery act,which commends itself 
to Missouri as well. The bill permits the state 
to recover some of its old age assistance pay- 
ments by putting a lien on the property of de- 
ceased recipients. The aged do not suffer 
from such a lav; the only possible.loss is to 
their heirs who might have supported them 
in the first place but were willing to let the 
state do it. Most recent Missouri governors 
have urged such legislation. Though Missouri 
has ranked near the bottom in spending on 
education, mental health and other projects 
in relation to total personal income, this state 
ranks near the top in old-age benefits. Missouri 
needs a recovery law even more than Illinois.

Bizerte Crisis Raises Question of What Statesmen Mean When They Agree

This explanation,

Africa, rather intensifies our perplexi- 
ty—and our dread. For if we cannot 
avoid war by miscalculation and mis- 
judgment among friends how can we 
prevent the big and final bang by mis- 
calculation among the proto-antago- 
nists? 

In the present North African con- 
flict the three leaders belong to the 
same camp (the West) and each is 
celebrated for his astuteness and even 
his moderation. But what is most 
important, and hence most disturbing, 
is that they had occasion quite re- 
cently to meet each other in long and 
secluded discussions. Bourguiba and 
De Gaulle met in Paris at the end 
of last February. Bourguiba and Ken- 
nedy met in Washington in May. And 
Kennedy and De Gaulle met in Paris 
in June. 

All these meetings were rated as 
highly successful. The identity of views 
on most of the major issues was 
stressed. 

In view of what has since happened 
in the Bizerte region, we face the over- 
whelming question: When heads of 
state meet supposedly with the pur- 
pose of alleviating tensions, what do 
they talk about? 

If as the De Gaulie-Bourguiba com- 
munique states, they reviewed “‘all 
problems of interest to the two coun- 
tries,”’ that should certainly have in- 
cluded the problem of Bizerte. How is 
it then that after they presumably dis- 
cussed this problem ‘“‘in a spirit of 
reciprocal understanding,”’ a shooting

Between Book Ends Classic of True Adventure 


THE SWALLOWING WILDERNESS: 
The Life of a Frontiersman, James 
Ohio Pattie; by Stanton A. Coblentz. 
(Thomas Yoseloff; New York, 188 
pgs., $5.) 

This is a retelling, in modern form, 
of one of the classic true-adventure 
stories of the West in the days of the 
mountain men—the story of James 
Ohio Pattie.

It was expected that the Wash-

Last season the Pittsburgh 
Steelers and Baltimore Colts 
sold their TV rights to the 
National Broadcasting Company 
while the Cleveland Browns’ 
games were televised by the 
Independent Sports Network.

13,918,000 COTTON BALES, , 
354,000 UNDER YEAR AGO 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8 (AP)— 
The Agriculture Department to- 
day forecast this year’s govern- 
ment-controlled cotton crop at 
13,918,000 bales of 500 pounds 
gross weight. 

This forecast, the first of the 
year, is 354,000 bales less than 
last year’s crop of 14,272,000 
bales. It compares with the 10- 
vear (1950-59) average of 13,- 
553,000 bales. 

Like other cotton crops since 
1954, this one is being grown 
under federal planting  allot- 
ments and marketing quotas de- 
signed to prevent overproduc- 
tion. This year’s production will 
be supplemented by a reserve 
and surplus of about 7,500,000 
bales accumulated from past 
crops. 

By comparison, domestic and 
export markets are expected to 
require slightly more than 15 
million bales during the 1961- 
crop marketing season. 

In an accompanying report, 
the census bureau said 227,680 
running bales of cotton from 
this year’s crop had been ginned | 
up to Aug. 1 compared with | 
139,779 a year earlier. 

The department forecast this 
acreage for harvest this year at 
15,652,000 acres compared with 
15,309,000 harvested last year 
and 18,737,000 for the ten-year 
average. 

The yield per acre to be har- 
vested was forecast at 427 
pounds compared with 446 last 
year and 362 for the ten-year 
average.

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Mouth-to-Mouth Way to Save Lives 


Artificial bate ae Method Widely Adomtes in Recent Years Is i but Effective

LATE ONE EVENING last 
summer Robert L. York Jr. and 
Edward Allers, St. Louis police 
officers, answered an emergency 
call for an 8&month-old baby who 
iad been stricken with bronchial 
pneumonia 

‘‘About four or five people met 
us in the yard with the baby,” 
York related. “No one knew 
what to do for it 

‘Richt away I could see it 
wasn't breathing. It was limp, 


looked half-dead. I just reached 


over and grabbed it and started 
applying mouth-to-mouth resusci- 
tation.”’ That is, he began blow- 
ing air into the baby’s lungs 
through its mouth and nos 
Halfway to the hospital the 
baby began to breathe a little 
for itself, York sai = and he 
timed a resuscitation to the 
baby’s feeble effort to breathe. 
The officers called -ahead to 


chan- 


the hospital to have a me 
ical resusciatator prepared for 


use, and it fully revived the in- 
fant. But while such equipment 
surpasses all other means of 
artificial respiration, it had not 
been available when the baby 
had to have air. York saved its 
life. 

Another successful use of 
mouth-to-mouth resuscitation 
was made here when Patrolman 
William Relling recently revived 
a 6-week-old babv suf ffering from 
respiratory pss A number 
of similar incidents have been 
reported since the mouth-to- 


mouth method was widely adopt- 


ed as the best non-mechanical 
means Of artificial respiration, 
in 1959. 


These rescues have been made 
by policemen, firemen and other 
especially trained persons for 
the most part. Yet almost any- 
one could use the method as 
well, and after only brief study. 
Mouth-to-mouth resuscitation is 
one of the simplest first-aid 
ues available, and one 
“¥ the most important. 

A variety of accidents can 
cause respiratory failure. The 
swin who tires beyond his 
depth, the child whose bite of 
food goes down the “wrong 
way,” and the baby who sucks 
a plastic sheet up against its 
nose and mouth are typical yvic- 
tims. Others may have suc- 
cumbed to heart attack, electric 
shock, overdosage of barbitu- 
rates or narcotics and inhalation 
of poisonous gases like carbon 
monoxide and blackdamp. More 
than 11,300 persons died from 
respiratory failure in this coun- 
try last year, accord ng to the 


sTy or 
biiswe 


The life of ¢ vietn wi ll often 
depend on efforts by someone on 


the scene, for he may not be 
able to survive the wait for a 
rescue worker. If resuscitation 


is. begun within one miinute after 
breathing stops, 98 of 100 per- 
sons will survive, according to 
the Journal of the American 
Medical Association. If it is be- 
gun after one minute, 92 will 
survive. After that the number 
of possible recoveries drops ap- 


preciably. Only 25 out of 100 
will respond to resuscitation be- 
gun after four minutes. 

To apply mouth-to-mouth re- 
suscitation the rescuer, acting 
as quickly as possible: 
> 1. Places the victim on his 
back. 

» 2. Clears the throat of any for- 
eign matter that may be visible. 


» 3. Tilts the victim’s head back 

and lifts his lower jaw up so 
that it juts out beyond the upper 
jaw. This may be done by 
grasping the middle of the lower 
jaw inside the mouth by the 


thumb and pulling up, or, if the 
victim’s mouth cannot. be 
opened, by grasping the lower 


iw at its angles, under the ear 
and’ pulling up. This po- 
tion must be maintained, for 
it prevents the tongue, which is 
attached to the lower jaw, from 
blocking the airway; in an un- 
conscious victim, the jaw re- 
laxes and the base of the tongue 
slides toward the back of the 
mouth. 
> 4. Places his mouth tightly 
over the victim’s mouth and 
blows, while pinching his nostrils 
or resting one cheek against 
them. (Or, places his mouth over 
the victim’s nose and blows, 
while covering the mouth.) Air 
may be blown through the teeth 
if they are clenched. 


> 5. Places his mouth over both 
the nose and mouth, if the victim 
is an infant or small child; and 
blows. 


> 6. Removes his mouth from 
the face of the victim to allow 
him to exhale. If no return rush 
of air is heard, the rescuer 
should first check the position of 
the head and lower jaw and then, 
if necessary, strike the victim 
between the shoulder blades, to 
dislodge foreign matter. The 
mouth must be kept free of for- 
eign matter throughout the res- 
cue effort. 

The rescuer should blow force- 
fully for an adult and gently for 
a child. For an infant he should 
use only puffs of air, blown from 
the cheeks, to avoid over-inflat- 
ing the lungs. 

The amount of air required for 
@ victim can be easily deter- 
mined, it is said. The rescuer 
blows until he feels the resist- 
ance of the expanded lung or 
notes the smooth rise of the 
chest. The breathing rate for an 
adult victim should be about 12 
breaths a minute, for a child, 
about 20 breaths a minute. 

During mouth-to-mouth resus- 
citation the victim’s stomach 
may become filled with air, and 
extreme gastric distention may 
reduce lung volume, in raising 
the diaphram, and impair cir- 
culation. With infants and small 
children the rescuer may place 
one “hand on the abdomen, be- 
tween the breastbone and navel, 
and press gently throughout re- 
suscitation to keep air from pass- 
ing down the esophagus or to 
expel air from the stomach. With 
adults, pressure can be applied 
only at intervals since the res- 
cuer must use both hands to 
hold the victim’s jaw and cover

his nose. Serious gastric disten- 
tion seems less likely to occur 
in adult victims. 

The rescue effort should be 
continued until the victim revives 
or a doctor pronounces him dead 

or rigor mortis sets in. 

The current practice of mouth- 
to-mouth resuscitation dates back 
through studies begun about 1950. 
The Army Chemical Corps had 
developed a mask resuscitator for 
use on nerve gas casualties in a 
contaminated atmosphere. This 
device was based on the mouth- 
to-mouth method, and interest 
quickly centered on it. A num- 
ber of doctors joined in the 
study, including, in 1951, Dr, 
James O. Elam and Dr. Elwyn 
S. Brown, then at the Washing- 
ton University School of Medi- 
cine, 


The investigators found that 
mouth-to-mouth resuscitation is 
superior to the “push-pull” and. 
other non-mechanical methods 
in delivering enough air to the 
lungs of the victim, partly be- 
cause the rescuer is in a posi- 
tion to guard against obstruc- 
tion of the victim’s airway, the 
most common cause of failure 
in artificial respiration. Using 
the mouth-to-mouth method re- 
quires little energy and little 
physical strength, it was found. 
A child of 9 could revive a man 
weighing 250 pounds with the 
method, it is said. 


The reports of the investigators 
led to the indorsement of the 
mouth-to-mouth method by the 
National Academy of Sciences- 
National Research Council, the 
American Red Cross, and the 
Armed Forces, among others. 
Groups now teaching the method 
include police and fire depart- 
ments, schools, industries, 
churches, ““Y” groups and Par- 
ent-Teacher Associations. In the 

Louis area last year, more 
then 18,000 persons received for- 
mal instruction in the method, 
according to J. Francis Bruno, 
director of safety services of the 
St. Louis Bi-State Chapter of the 
American Red Cross. 

It took nothing less than the 
prospect of nerve gas warfare to 
rouse interest in mouth-to-mouth 
resuscitation, apparently. The 
method was by no means new 
in 1950. It had been practiced off 
and on for centuries until about 
1850, when it dropped out of use. 


The Bible refers to mouth-to- 


mouth resuscitation, in the story 
of Elisha and the son of the 


Shunammite woman, Kings II, 
4:34: 


“And he went up, and lay upon 


the child, and put his mouth 


upon his mouth, and his eyes 
upon his eyes, and his hands up- 
on his hands: and he stretched 
himself upon the child and the 
flesh of the child waxed warm.” 

Obstetricians have long used 
mouth-to-mouth resuscitation for 


asphyxial newborn babies. 


Yet mouth-tomouth resuscita- 
tion did not take hold. One ob- 
jection was the fear that the 
rescuer would exhale air con-

Case histories had indi- 
cated that this was not true, 
however, and calculations made 
by Elam and others proved it. 
They showed that the extra air 
the rescuer must breathe to in- 
flate the victim’s lungs at the 
prescribed rates precludes the 
danger. 

The real reason for ignoring 
mouth-to-mouth resuscitation, ac- 
cording to Dr. Allen Dobkin in 
“Save a Life’’ (1959), was ‘‘reti- 
cence or even repulsion from 
applying one’s mouth to that of 
a stranger especially when he 
appears dead or on the verge 
of death... . For that reason a 
number of other techniques were 
devised.”’ 

Dr. Dobkin dismisses fear of 
cross-infection from using the 
method as a mere “excuse.” 

The risk of cross-infection 
from using the method appears 
to be negligible, a St. Louis 
anesthesiologist s said.

SOME TRAVELERS may believe, as the ads say, that

Retired Army Major Gets Warm 
Welcome From His ‘Grandchildren’ 
At Home He Helped Found While 


In Service in War-Torn Country

MAJ. EDWARD R. BATES, 
U:S. Army, retired, is not a man 
who cries easily. But his eves 
mist when he talks of a senti- 
mental journey he made recently 
to Korea. 

Bates went back to Korea to 
see his 46 ‘“‘grandchildren’’ who 
live in the Wandering Little Or- 
phans’ Home at Wonju. 


The youngsters decorated the 
orphanage in his honor. Two 
little girls strewed confetti in 
his path as he walked into the 
building. The children sang, 
“You Are My Sunshine.” And 
a Korean lad who had been giv- 
en the name of Bobbie by Bates 
during the Korean war read an 
address of welcome. 


The address began: “We thank 
our Almighty God for meeting 
our grandfather. Eight years ago 
when we were very hungry and 
wandered you prepared the 
sweet home and gave the foods 
and clothes. Especially you took 
care of our health and washed 
our dirty bodies. But you re- 
turned to your native country 
by the order of your govern- 
ment.”’ 

There was more and then this 
ending: ‘“‘Whenever we are joy- 
ful and sorrowful we think of 
our kind and loving grandfather. 
We suppose your impressive fea- 
tures that took care of our cir- 
cumstances when we were un- 
happy. Now we enjoy for the 
sake of meeting our healthy 
grandfather.” 


The English was rather gar- 
bled but there was no doubt 
about the meaning of the speech. 
The children of the Wandering 
Little Orphans’ Home, backwash 
of the Korean war, were ecstatic 
about having their ‘“grandfa- 
ther” return, even if it was to 
be only for a short time. 


The story of Bates’s deep at- 
tachment for these Korean or- 
phans goes back to 1953 when 
he was a captain with the 519th 
Military Police Battalion on duty 
in Korea. Talking one day with 
Chaplain Arvid L. Anderson of 
the 519th, Bates proposed that 
he and the chaplain try to do 
something to help the ragged 
urchins roaming the streets of 
Wonju, homeless and starving. 
The two men talked to mem- 
bers of the M.P. battalion. The 
American soldiers were enthusi- 
astic about the idea and contrib- 
uted enough money to help start 
a small orphanage. 

“These kids without parents or 
homes had to have somebody do 
something for them,” Bates ex- 
plained. “So we started this 
orphanage. It wasn’t much then 
but it was better than anything 
they had.”’ 

Soon after the project began 
the chaplain was sent back to 
the United States. Bates took 
charge of the orphanage. And for 
the remainder of the 16 months 
he spent in Korea, the project 
took every minute of the time he 
could spare from military duties. 
He won't admit it, but his own 
persona! funds helped to keep the 
orphanage going. 

Picked up in the rubble of war- 
torn Wonju and brought to the or- 
phanage by the M.P.’s, homeless 
urchins thought the orphanage a 
real paradise. Although little 
more than a shed, it offered food 
and warmth and a pallet to lie

on. Best of all, each orphan got 
a new English name conferred 
by Grandfather Bates. 

‘“‘They loved their new names,” 
he says in a voice strangely ten- 
der for a man. “There were 
those little Korean faces answer- 
ing to names like Smitty and 
Spike, Mary, Doleres, Suzanne 
and Magdalene. And there was 
also Chico.”’ 


When Chico was brought to 
Bates one night by the M.P.’s, 
the little fellow was ‘“‘just a 
mess of mud.” 

“I took off his rags and 
scrubbed him with laundry 
soap and under the dirt I found 
a nice little boy,” Bates says 
softly. “I gave him some bacon 
and eggs and he went through 
them like a saw going through 
a pine board. I made him a 
pallet out of blankets and he 
slept in my room. The next day 
I took him to the orphanage. 
Overnight that kid wandering 
the streets of Wonju went 
from rags to riches.” 


Bates lived for his orphans. He 
had a well dug for the orphan- 
age. He got electricity by talking 
a judge into letting him tap into 
the electric line at the judge's 
home. He built a swing for the 
children, probably the only swing 
left after the Communist inva- 
sion of South Korea. 

Finally the day came when 
Bates was ordered home by the 
Army. He returned in December 
1954. 

Bates, who had served in the 
Army in World War I and was 
a St. Louis policeman and a 
deputy sheriff in the county from 
1926 to 1942, came back to St. 
Louis to join his wife Betty, at 
their home at 4256 Brandywine 
court. While waiting for his re- 
tirement last January, after 18 
years in the army, he served as 
supervisor of U.S. Army re- 
cruiting in the St. Louis area. 

Bates enjoyed life back home 
but everywhere he went he 
talked about the Korean kids in 
the Wandering Little Orphans’

Home. He received permission 
to talk and show his slides of 
the orphans in the St. Louis 
schools. He gave little lectures 
at libraries and before clubs and 
various organizations. 

When Bates left Korea the 
orphans were placed in care 
of Elder Lee Shin Hak, a 40-year- 
old Korean. Elder Lee wrote to 
Grandfather Bates each week, 
reporting that people who had 
heard the Major’s talks about the 
orphans had sent money or cloth- 
ing or food. A mention in Martha 
Carr’s column in the Post- Dis- 
patch last May brought a flood 
of donations of all descriptions. 
For all this Elder Lee was very 
thankful. 

“I and my little children 
sincerely hope you will be glad 
to hear that you are always 
prayed by us all,” Elder Lee 
wrote to Martha Carr. ‘‘We never 
miss any morning praying for 
you such a wonderful people. 
The reason why we get so many 
cards and other presents from 
all parts of the St. Louis is 
because you printed our plight 
on your paper.’ 

Lee went on to say that 
although “‘many coat weather’’ 
was near in Korea, the orphans 


were warmed by the kindness | 


shown them by people in the St. 
Louis area, 

When the Wandering Little 

Orphans’ Home was first started 
it could care for only 10 wander- 
ers. When Maj. Bates left Korea 
the home had been enlarged and 
7 children were in the orphan- 
age. Now he is dreaming of a 
new orphanage that will house 
at least 100 of the thousands of 
Korean children still wandering 
the countryside in the backwash 
of the war. 

“This spring I got the feeling 


that I just had to go back and | 


see those kids again,’ Bates 


said the other day when he came | 


home from his trip to Korea. “I 
talked it over with my wife and 
she understood. So I took off.’’

From your letter I take it for granted that your 
husband is no bundle of energy who must have the 
house and yard as an outlet for excess vigor. So why 
hang onto the house? 


In the 70s (and 80s and 90s) it’s best to keep interested 
and active—within reasonable capabilities. Activity helps 
keep you young—but this doesn’t mean hard work to the point 
of exhaustion. 

It’s in the nature of things for most of us to develop some 
arthritis as we grow older, but forcing our creaky joints to 
withstand strenuous work isn’t going to help at all. 


Activity, yes. Excessive effort, no. Stiffening 
joints will get even stiffer with each day we allow to 
pass without moving around. I said “moving.” The 
joints should be moved to the fullest extent that they 
are supposed to move. That keeps them operating. 
It does NOT mean that they should be forced into 
exertion. Keep ’em moving, but don’t wear ‘em. out! 


There’s nothing wrong with taking things easy when you 
reach the age of taking things easy. But don’t ever confuse 
that with inactivity. Keep active and let it be a matter of 
pleasure—HOW active do you want to be? Don’t vegetate, 
but don’t feel that you are being ‘‘healthy’”’ by forcing your- 
self into excessive exertion that you don’t enjoy. Old Mother 
Nature is a pretty reliable adviser in such things.
